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DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner acknowledges the acceptance of the amendment to change the Title. The 
examiner apologizes for making the rejection after issuing an Ex pate Quayle action. After 
updating the search prior art was found. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

I. Claims 1 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Short (US 
5,633,865). 

1. Regarding claims 1 and 20 - Short discloses a first LAN, refer to Figure 1, LAN 1 
callout 

Short discloses a second LAN, refer to Figure 1 , LAN 2 callout. 
Short discloses a storage means for storing data accessible from the first LAN and the 
second LAN, refer to Figure 1, shared memory callout, 24. 
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Short discloses a control means (refer to Figure 1, processor, callout 58, and control 
logic, callout 26) for controlling accessibility of means from the first LAN and the data stored in 
the storage the second LAN, the control means including access prevention means for preventing 
access from the first LAN to the second LAN and from the second LAN to the first LAN, refer to 
Figure 7 and column 4 lines 25 to 40 and column 9 lines 61 to 67 and column 10 lines 1 to 5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-19 and 21-31 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
